BEST COMPANY, BEST PLATOON 
TROPHIES OVER THE YEARS 


Each year from 1890 through at 
least 1979, a cup was awarded for the 
best AMA cadet company, based on a 
year-long competition, which included 
points earned in inspections, parades, 
intramural sports, and other criteria 

The platoon cup was awarded on 
the basis of one day's competition 
during Finals. This trophy for best 
drilled platoon was given from 1947 
through 1979. 

Found tarnished and dust covered 
from their years in storage, the 
trophies have now been restored, and 
occupy a place of honor in the 
Museum where they are being viewed 
by hundreds of visitors 

Every cadet will recall the emotion 
that gripped each heart as General 
Roller, Colonel Livick or some other 
officer presenter walked back and 
forth in front of the Corps, cup in 
hand. Finally, he would stop in front of 
one unit and thrust out the trophy to 
the company commander or platoon 
leader. More often than not, such 
presentations were greeted with

cheers and tears. 
Some cadets were multiple winners. 


In 1895 and 1896, W. C. Roller, ‘96, 
had the best drilled company. Nick 
Syropoulos, ‘69, and Ed Long, ‘77, 
won the best drilled platoon two years 
in a row. Syropoulos commanded the 


2” Platoon of F Company in 1966-67 
and the 2” Platoon of B Company the 
next year; Long had a B Company 
platoon in 1975-76, and an A Com- 
pany platoon in 1976-77. 


Ken Hoke, ‘54, had the best drilled 
platoon (B-2") in 1952-53 and the 
best company (B) in 1953-54. G. W. 
Hume, ‘57, had best platoon (HQ-2")

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Things that go bump 
in the night at AMA 


A cat appears from nowhere in the 
AMA Alumni House, and disappears 
just as quickly. A ghost walks through 
Big Barracks. An attic door opens 
itself every night. A flag whips violent- 
ly on an absolutely calm day. 

Figments of vivid imaginations, or 
signs of the paranormal on the 
campus at Fort Defiance? 

MTV was at AMA in October filming 
a new show named Fear. The show 
places a small cast into closed 
institutions that have been noted for 
“supernatural” activity. The cast must 
stay overnight at several such sites, 
and confront dares for prize money. 

During the first Fear episode to be 
aired, the cast spent time in the 
closed-down West Virginia State 
Penitentiary, deemed the most violent 
in the state. 

The group has also stayed in a 
closed hospital for the chronically ill, 
and will spend two nights on the USS 
Hornet, an American aircraft carrier 
said to have the ghost of its former 
captain on board. 

Route 11 closed 

While filming at AMA, the Virginia 
Department of Highways closed Route 
11 for two nights from 10 PM until 6 
the next morning. The unannounced 
road closure and some very strange 
sounds coming from AMA left many 
area residents wondering what was 
going on. The cast of the show was 
led to the AMA campus where every 
single light had been extinguished. 
Adjoining neighbors were asked to 
turn off any outside lights so that the 
night would be totally devoid of light. 

While details of the show will not be 
made public until Fear airs in January, 
it is believed that the participants 
spent some long hours inside the 
darkened Tower as well as time in 
Hoover Hall and in the gym. 

Rod Wiley, ‘51, and Wayne 
Lambert, ‘82, were among several 
alumni who were interviewed about 


any strange goings on at Augusta — 
strange in a paranormal way, that is. 
Chief Chester Cole was also inter- 
viewed, but all were close-mouthed 
about what they had told the MTV 
California crew. Wiley did admit that 
he had slightly embellished the story 
about Jimmy Ragsdale, ‘49, who 
reportedly fell into an open grave 
while sneaking back onto campus 
through the Stone Church Cemetery 
after having gone AWOL. 

An AMA neighbor, Scott Kline, said, 
“We heard a lot of hollering. We 
thought it was a domestic abuse 
matter... | wish they had told us about 
the filming in advance... When you 
have people creeping around in the 
middle of the night, we need to know 
what is going on.” 

Nancy Sorrels, President of the 
Augusta County Historical Society, 
said that her father, John Taylor, ‘42, 
told her that when he was at AMA in 
1941, there were stories of a ghost 
who walked around barracks. 

There are also more contemporary 
stories about strange goings on in the 
old Roller-Robinson House. The build- 
ing was constructed around 1870 by 
AMA's Founder Professor Charles 
Roller, Sr. for his family. Professor 
Roller lived in the house until his 
death there in 1907, and his wife 
continued to live there until her death. 

Maggie Belle Roller Robinson, 
Professor Rollers daughter and the 
wife of Colonel Warren Robinson, 
lived in the house until her death in 
1956. Colonel Robinson died in 1947. 

The house stood empty after Mrs. 
Robinson's passing until General 
Charles Roller, Jr. died in 1963. 
Afterwards, it became the school 
library with a room for the AMA Band. 
When the school closed in 1984, the 
house was once more empty and 
unattended. Fifteen years of neglect 
were obvious when the AMA Alumni 
Association decided to restore the 


home to its late 19 Century appear- 
ance, inside and out. It officially 
opened as the AMA Alumni House 
and Museum this past May. 

But curious things happen around 
the 130 year old building. Duke 
Fancher, ‘58, says that he saw a cat 
jump across the doorway to the 
second floor meeting room. Wonder- 
ing how a cat could have gotten into 
the house, a thorough search was 
undertaken, but it produced no cat, 
and the flying feline remains a 
mystery. Maybe the ghost of Maggie 
Belle’s cat, Smoky? 

A door and a light 

Then, there's the attic door. Chief 
Cole and Fancher would note that the 
attic door would be ajar some morn- 
ings when they came in. They were 
certain that they had firmly closed the 
door the night before. Now, there is a 
latch on the door that can be opened 
only from the outside. So far, the door 
has remained closed. 

Volunteers at the house also aver 
that a floodlight which illuminates a 
portrait of Colonel Tom Roller seems 
to move on its own. The light fixture 
will be adjusted to bathe the picture in 
light, and next day the light will have 
been diverted from the portrait as if 
the Colonel was bothered by having 
the beam shining in his eyes. 

And there has been at least one 
bizarre happening involving the flag- 
pole outside Alumni House. Fancher 
was in a second floor office when he 
heard a peculiar noise outside. The 
flag was violently whipping in a wind 
that seemed to affect nothing else. 
“Not a leaf on the trees out front 
moved. It was very still everywhere 
except for the flag. | went downstairs 
and out onto the front porch where | 
could see the flagpole. Now, the flag 
hung limply. Anytime there is even a 
slight breeze, the rockers on the front 
porch move. They were not moving. 
| tell you, that was really strange.” 
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Claiborne was far more than a coach 


Although he went 
on to far greater 
things, his roots 
were in Staunton

“He was a man of sub- 
stance... a straight-shoot- 
ing guy and a hell of a 
football coach.” 

That was how one long- 
time associate described 
Jerry Claiborne, who died 
at the age of 72 on 
September 24. 

Few Robert E. Lee High 
School football players of 
the mid-1950s probably 
remember, or were even 
aware, that they had the 
opportunity to play for 
Jerry. But more about that 
later. 

There is no question that 
Jerry was “a hell of a foot- 
ball coach,” as Wendy 
Weisend, sports information 
director at Virginia Tech 
during Jerry's 10 years 
there, put it. But Jerry, 
being the kind of man he 
was, probably wouldn't 
have used that word. He 
might have said “heck”, 
though. 

Impressive record 

Jerry's record in his 28 
years as head coach in 
three major colleges 
speaks for itself -- 61-39-2, 
two bowl appearances and 
a Southern Conference 
championship at Tech; 77- 
37-4, seven bowl bids and 
three ACC titles at Mary- 
land; 41-46-3, and two bowl 
bids at Kentucky. His 
career record of 179-122-8 
puts him 21° among the 
winningest coaches in 
college football history 
when he retired in 1989. 

Now, for the Lee High 


connection.George“Buck” 
Chapman, the coach at 
Augusta Military Academy, 
was offered a position as 
an assistant at Virginia 
Tech. Colonel Charles S. 
Roller, Jr., superintendent 
at AMA, told Chapman that 
to be relieved of his 
contract, he would have to 
find AMA a coach. 

Chapman contacted Paul 
“Bear” Bryant, coach then 
at Kentucky, who said he 
had the right man: Jerry 
Claiborne, who played for 
him for four years and had 
won the most outstanding 
player award in the Sugar 
Bowl. 

AMA and after 

Claiborne coached foot- 
ball and basketball at AMA 
for three years. He then 
was offered a better-paying 
job as coach at Lee High 
School, and accepted. 

Probably the two best 
friends of Jerry and his 
wife, Faye, in Staunton 
were Becky and Steve 
Fultz, and they remained 
close friends, visited in 
each other's homes. The 
Fultzes recalled that Faye 
and Jerry called them in a 
panic. “We've got a 
problem, a big problem,” 
they said. Betsy and Steve 
invited them to come over 
to their apartment and talk 
about it. They then called 
me up. Bryant had offered 
Jerry a job as an assistant 
at Kentucky. 

But Jerry always was 
concerned about how other 
people felt, and he was 
worried about what L. F. 
Shelburne, superintendent 
of schools (in Augusta 
County) at that time, would 
think about his wanting to 
leave before starting the 
job. | assured him that | 
didn’t think Mr. Shelburne 


would stand in his way, and 
the rest, as they say, is 
history. 

But Jerry was more than 
just an outstanding, even 
great, college football 
coach. He was a good 
man, a Christian man, a 
family man. 

The Fultzes said that 
regardless of the situation, 
or where he was at the 
time, Jerry stopped to 
attend church on Sunday. 
He attended First Baptist 
Church (in Staunton) and 
its Fellowship Class while 
living in the Staunton area. 

While at Maryland, Jerry 
had overtures from the 
University of Texas about 
the head coaching job. Any 
such matters always were 
the subject of family meet- 
ings, and he called one to 
talk about the Texas offer. 
One of his daughters took 
off upstairs, tears in her 
eyes, and Jerry said, 
“There goes Texas.” It 
wasn’t mentioned again. 

Never forgot Augusta 

Jerry and Faye were 
down-to-earth people; he 
was the same man at 
Tech, or Maryland, or 
Kentucky that he was at 
AMA. He never forgot his 
first job at Augusta, and he 
always visited the campus 
when he and Faye returned 
to Staunton for visits. 

Bob Landes, who played 
for and coached the Mount 
Sidney team in an indepen- 
dent basketball league in 
the ‘50s, recalled that 
Claiborne “was a_ nice, 
young man, a good little 
player, and aggressive.” 
Robert Rhea, ‘47, remem- 
bered that Jerry set the 
single-game scoring record 
in the City-County Basket- 
ball League while playing 
for Cecil Jones’ VFW team. 


He had 56 points. Back 
home in Hopkinsville, KY, 
he was still an icon, 
remembered from his high 
school days, Weisend, who 
attended services for Jerry 
there, told me in a 
telephone interview from 
his Blacksburg home. The 
church was full, Weisend 
said, and the congregation 
included a bus load of 
administrators from 
Kentucky and sizeable con- 
tingents from Virginia Tech 
and Maryland 

“He was well respected 
everywhere he worked,” 
Weisend said. 

Hall of Fame 

Jerry was voted into the 
College Football Hall of 
Fame last year, and among 
those attending the in- 
duction ceremonies was 
Frank Beamer, the current 
head coach at Tech who 
had played for Jerry. 

Jerry was “everything 
good about college 
football,” Beamer told the 
Roanoke Times. “He was 
honest... he was sound as 
a coach.” 

Claiborne often saw 
things in prospects other 
coaches didn't, and 
Beamer was one of those 
prospects. “None of this, 
including my being here, 
would have happened as it 
has if Coach Claiborne 
hadn't taken a chance on a 
guy a lot of people 
wouldn't,” Beamer said. 

“He molded character in 
a way that earned him a 
spot in the hearts of the 
young men who played for 
him,“ Jennings Culley, 
retired sports editor of the 
Richmond News-Leader, 
wrote in the Richmond 
Times-Dispatch. 

What more can you say 
about a man? 


Began career at AMA 
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Coach Jerry Claiborne dead at 72 


Jerry Claiborne, the Coach of the Year in three different 
college football conferences, a member of the National 
Football Coach's Hall of Fame and AMA's head coach in 
1951-52, passed away in a Nashville hospital 24 September. 

Though he had 28 successful seasons as a college head 
coach, he often said that he would not trade his two years at 
Augusta for any other time of his life. 

Claiborne, 72, had Alzheimer's Disease, and his overall 
health had been poor. He entered his hometown hospital in 
Bowling Green, KY in mid-September to have gall bladder 
surgery. Following complications, he was transferred to 
Vanderbilt University Hospital in Nashville where he 
underwent more surgery on 23 September. The next day, he 
suffered a heart attack and could not be 
revived. 

At AMA, Claiborne coached football, 
basketball and baseball. He had just 
graduated from Kentucky when he came to 
Fort Defiance to work for AMA's number 
one football fan, Colonel Roller. Jerry 
won the Virginia State Championship for 
the Big Boy in football and basketball in 
both of his years at Augusta. 

In a letter to Colonel Will Parkins, ‘35, 
Coach Claiborne said, “! would not trade 
my two years at AMA for any other two 
years of my career. That first year, living in 
barracks, teaching classes, having 8” 
grade study hall, coaching football and 
baseball, being Officer in Charge... kept 
me busy, but | gained so much that helped 
me later in life. Being able to just keep up 
with Colonel Roller was a full time job!” 

After Augusta, Claiborne became an 
assistant to Paul “Bear” Bryant, who was 
then head coach at Kentucky. He followed 
Bryant to Texas A&M and Alabama. 
Claiborne later was an assistant coach at Colorado and 
Missouri. Frank Broyles, coaching at Missouri at the time, 
said he visited Coach Bryant several times and asked him 
each time who his best assistant coach was. “He always 
said Jerry Claiborne, so | hired him,” says Broyles. 

After going to Missouri, Claiborne was picked to be head 
coach at Virginia Tech. In ten seasons at Blacksburg, he 
guided the Hokies to a 61-39-2 record and two bowl 
appearances. While at Tech, he received his first Coach of 
the Year Award, this one in the Southern Conference. 

One of his star players was Frank Beamer, Tech's current 
head coach, who credits the Hokies’ current success to an 
emphasis on special teams, something he learned from 
Claiborne. 

Claiborne became head coach at Maryland in 1972 where, 
through 1981, the Terps played in seven bowl games, and 
he was named Coach of the Year in the Atlantic Coast 
Conference. Maryland was one of only two unbeaten teams 
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Coach Claiborne,

in 1976 and Claiborne was the National College Football 
Coach of the Year in the Sporting News. 

A very touching moment came in 1998 during halftime of 
a Maryland home game at College Park where the 1973 
Peach Bowl team was honored, Knowing that Claiborne had 
just been diagnosed with Alzheimer’s, several coaches and 
players proudly carried their former coach off the field on 
their shoulders. 

In 1982, he went home to Kentucky where another 
rebuilding job awaited him. His ‘82 Wildcats went 0-10-1, but 
his ‘83 team had a 6-5-1 record and went to the Hall of 
Fame Bowl. That year, Claiborne was Coach of the Year in 
the Southeastern Conference. 

He retired in 1989 with a record of 179- 
122-8, the fourth best record in wins in 
college football history, trailing only Bo 
Schembechler (Michigan State/234), Joe 
Paterno (Penn State/219), and Bobby 
Bowden (Florida State/193). He was 
inducted into the College Football Hall of 
Fame in December of 1999. 

Four of his players at Maryland and two 
at Kentucky earned Academic All-American 
honors. Claiborne’s 1989 Kentucky team 
set a record in having 17 players on the 
SEC Academic Honor Roll. “Seeing young 
men have success after football has been 
the best part of my coaching career,” he 
often said. 

Claiborne once said, “! want to be 
remembered as a guy who did the best he 
could with what he had.” Tributes to him 
indicate that he achieved that goal. Joe 
Prince, who played for Clairorne at 
Kentucky, said, “Coach Claiborne was a 
man of unbelievable character... His 
morals and ethics were set in stone, and 
he never bent them. He had a strong faith, he didn’t drink, 
he didn't cuss... He always gave more than he got.” 

Coach Jerry began his athletic career as a four-letter man 
at Hopkinsville (KY) High School. His good grades and 
athletic abilities earned for him a full scholarship to Kentucky 
where he played under Coach Bryant. He earned three 
letters (as a defensive back, blocking back, and end) helping 
the Wildcats to a 29-12-2 record and a trip to the Orange 
Bowl. He graduated from Kentucky with a 2.7 average (out 
of 3.0). 

He is survived by his wife, Faye, of Bowling Green, KY; 
two daughters, Katie Newell of Landenberg, PA, and Eileen 
Claiborne of Portland, OR; and two sons, David of San 
Francisco, and Jonathan of Baltimore, who played football at 
Maryland and is a radio analyst for the Terps. 

Cornell Burbage, who played for Claiborne in 1984-86, 
said, “Coach always said, ‘Character is what you do when 
no one is looking at you.’ That always stuck with me.”

The Big Boy was Master of the Hunt 


Augusta County, and a number of uniformed cadets from 
the cavalry unit at AMA, turned out.” How the cadets 


General Charles Sumerville Roller, Jr. was a man of 
many talents: scholar, molider of young lives, life-long 
athlete, teacher, admired leader, gentle disciplinarian. And 
all his life, a man’s man who volunteered to go to war, who 
played football on one of VMI's all-time best teams, who 
taught football to AMA cadets into his 80" year, who could 
hold an M-1 at arm’s length for minutes at a time when he 
was 75 years old, a horse lover, an avid outdoorsman. 

Many old Recalls show Roller on horseback. Before 
World War Il, when AMA had a cavalry unit, he would 
sometimes lead the Corps around the Clay Bowl on 
horseback during Sunday parades 

So it should come as no surprise to learn that The Big 
Boy “rode to the hounds” and indeed was chosen Master 
of the Hunt in 1934. 

The Glenmore Hunt Club was established in 1930 in the 
Shenandoah Valley. The original hounds were donated by 
the charter members of the club. The first formal fox hunt 
was held on 4 March 1930 and included such famous 
Valley names as Sproul, Todd, Crosby, and Roller. Hunt 
colors included a Yale blue collar, buttons engraved with 
GH, and a Tattersall plaid vest. 

Fox hunts often lasted overnight 

Major Roller, his rank in those days, arranged to kennel 
two packs of dogs which were used typically on so-called 
“drag hunts" on some Wednesdays and the longer fox 
hunts on some Saturdays. 

The drag hunts involved dragging a bag that had the 
scent of the fox in it, which the dogs pursued, and was a 
one day affair. The fox hunts often ranged over many miles 
with participants camping out overnight, even on the bitter 
cold nights of the late Virginia winter. 

Hunt clubs from other parts of Virginia often participated 
in local hunts and the Glenmore Club rode in other areas 
of the state. A local hunt might include Staunton, Stuarts 
Draft, Buffalo Gap, Fort Defiance, Burketown and the 
Deerfield Valley, all within a 
20 mile radius of Staunton. 

On one occasion, Major 
Roller led the hunters 
across Great Northern 
Mountain to the Deerfield 
Valley where they camped 
for two weeks before riding 
back across the mountain. 
Major Roller hosted a New 
Year's Day hunt in 1935 on 
the farm lands that surround 
AMA. A local newspaper 
reported that, “In spite of a 
cold wind and a skiff of 
snow, a large field, including 
most of the notable sports- 
smen of Staunton and

happened to be available on 
New Year's Day forces the 
conclusion that most were 
Day Boys, and local resi- 
dents, or avid riders who 
gave up the Holiday at 
home to gallop over the 
fields and fences. 

The 1935 Recall reported 
that the AMA cavalry unit 
had grown from ten horses 
in 1932 to 30 horses with 50 
cadets in the cavalry unit in 
1935. The yearbook says,

*(AMA) has been to Staunton to ride with members of the 
Glenmore Hunt Club. Major Roller, M.F.H. of the club, 
always arranges a good hunt for the boys... The Hunter 
trials at Glenmore were witnessed by many members of 
the Augusta Cavalry. Many of their horses won ribbons 
when showing against the best horses in this section of 
the country.” The faculty member in charge of the Augusta 
Cavalry was Lieutenant Charles S. Roller, Ill, Major 
Roller’s son and Linda Moorman Roller Livick’s father. 
When World War II came, the hunt club activities were 
put on hold. Following the war, the packs of hounds were 
brought back together. Colonel Roller, then in his mid 60s, 
continued to participate as an active huntsman, and 
remained involved with the Glenmore Club for the rest of

his life. Today, the Big Boy's granddaughter, Linda Roller 
Livick, is an active member of Glenmore as is Richard 
McLaughlin, ‘49. 

In 1948, the club purchased a farm to serve as a base 
and a place to keep both hounds and horses. The 
Glenmore Horse Show became nationally recognized. 
Horses that did well in this show often went on to Madison 
Square Garden, and some of them, ridden by members of 
the United States Equestrian Team, went on to the Olympic 
Games. The show ended in the ‘60s when the City of 
Staunton took over the Fair Grounds for a high school. 

The club sold its farm and bought new property near 
Jollivue, south of Staunton, where it established kennels 
and horse show facilities, but the horse shows were not as 
successful at this location. Later, Glenmore situated new 
kennels at Wheatlands, near Swoope. In 1994, the club 
was reincorporated as Glenmore Hunt, Inc., and by 1996, 
had 81 family memberships. In 1999, they purchased 
property near Spring Hill where the Hunt established its 
present kennel facility. 

Created in the first full year of the Great Depression and 
led by our own Big Boy in the middle ‘30s, the Glenmore 
Hunt is one more enduring monument to that dear man 
who meant so much to so many young men who wore the 
AMA gray.

New AMA Foundation to support 
VMI and AMA Legacy Scholarships, 
Alumni House/Museum, Bayonet 


A new Augusta Military Academy Alumni Foundation will 
be a tax exempt organization operated exclusively “for 
charitable, scientific or education purposes,” to include 
support for the AMA Alumni House/Museum, the AMA 
scholarship programs, and The Bayonet. 

As the activities of the AMA Alumni Association have 
expanded, it became necessary to establish the 
foundation to receive funds for activities that entitle 
a contributor to an income tax deduction. 

The Augusta Military Academy Alumni 
Association will continue to plan and 
execute annual reunions and other 
such events, operate the PX in 
Alumni House and as a mail- 
order business, and do those 
other things which do not entitle 
a supporter to tax benefits. 

Goodloe Saunders, ‘57, 
President of the AMA Alumni 
Association, explains that with 
the new activities at the AMA 
Alumni House/Museum, and with 
greatly increased interest and 
attendance at the annual 
reunions, legal counsel! advised 
the creation of a foundation 

Purpose changed 

“When the alumni association was 
founded in 1970, it’s purpose was to support 
an ongoing, living school,” Saunders said. “Since 
the school closed, we created the AMA Legacy and VM/ 
Scholarship Funds to keep our name alive. We have 
increased the size of our reunions, improved the quality of 
The Bayonet, and opened our museum and alumni house. 
Many of these activities are funded by contributions from 
alumni and friends who want to have their gifts be tax 
deductible.” 

The first step in establishing an AMA Foundation was 
filing with the Virginia State Corporation Commission to 
charter the AMA Alumni Foundation. Outside Counsel 
Frank Thomas of Orange 
has done that. 

The Foundation Board of 
Trustees will be composed 
of five to seven members. 
The President and Treasurer 
of the Alumni Association 
will be ex officio voting

members of the AMA Foundation Board of Trustees. By 
law, the board will be required to meet at least once a 
year. Trustees may receive no compensation for their 
services. 

The Foundation will be able to raise money for the AMA 
Museum since the museum is open to the public without 

charge, and thus serves an educational function. The 
AMA Legacy and VMI Scholarships are both 
educational and charitable, thus they will be 
supported by the Foundation. The Bayonet 
likewise is “educational” and will have 
Foundation backing 
On the other hand, the for-profit 
operation of the Post Exchange 
cannot be supported by the 

Foundation, nor can the annual 

alumni reunions. These functions 

will continue to be the 
responsibility of the AMA Alumni 
Association. 

The Association may lend support 
to the Foundation by transferring PX 
profits to the Foundation, for 

instance. But to keep its tax 
exempt status, the Foundation is 
prohibited from giving financial 
support to an Association function, 
such as the annual reunion 

Scholarships 
The AMA Legacy Scholarships will continue to be 
administered as in the past. Those eligible to apply for a 
scholarship are the direct descendants of AMA alumni 
(including step and adopted children, grandchildren, great 
grandchildren, et af) 25 years of age or younger who are 
attending an institution of learning beyond the high school 
level. The awards will be made directly to the school. VMI 
Scholarship monies are given directly to the VMI 
Foundation which selects the recipients. 

Saunders says that the Foundation “is the organization 
that will carry the name of AMA, and our good works, 
forward forever.” He points 
out that bequests and other 
gifts to the Foundation will 
continue to grow, and that 
income from the principal will 
be used to fund the scholar- 
ship programs, the museum, 
and The Bayonet.

Vietnam War memorial in time 
for Reunion 2001 is now certain 


Pictured at right are the memorial plaques commemo- 
rating the sacrifices made by AMA cadets in three wars — 
World War |, World War II and Korea. But there is not yet 
a memorial to the nine Augusta Military Academy alumni 
who died in the Vietnam War. 

The plaques at right, which were once in the Front Arch 
of Big Barracks, now hang in rededicated glory in the AMA 
Alumni House and Museum. Eight alumni were killed in 
World War |, an unimaginable 52 Augusta boys and men 
died in World War II, and two alumni were killed in action 
in the Korean War (only Rahily Rhodes, ‘47, has his name 
on the Korean War memorial, the death in action of Gloyd 
Rosen, ‘51, not having been known when the plaque was 
first installed in the Front Arch). 

AMA Alumni Association President Goodloe Saunders, 
‘57, himself a Vietnam veteran, says, “It is time for us to 
pay homage to the nine who died in Vietnam by com- 
missioning a plaque in their honor. | am very pleased that 
other Vietnam vets and AMA friends have joined in the 
effort to have a suitable memorial tribute displayed in our 
Alumni House in time for Reunion 2001.” 

Appeals in the last two Bayonets have produced the 
needed funding not only for the Vietnam plaque, but for a 
plaque to remember Korean War KIA Rosen.

A letter from your Treasurer 
January 1, 2001 


As we begin a new year and wrap up a most successful year of AMA alumni activities and 
programs, I thought you might find it helpful to have details of our money situation from the guy who 
deposits the checks and pays the bills. 

We reached a high point of financial stability in 1999 when we had investments and bank accounts 
totaling more than $250,000. Our commitment to create an exceptional facility for group activities and a 
museum, and to continue to have a high quality newsletter, has reduced that figure by half to $125,000. 
Donations for the renovation of the House and for the general fund have fallen far short of expectations, 
plus there were extraordinary expenses not originally contemplated. We have not had to borrow money to 
complete the renovation project, but we have borrowed from our own funds which are designated for other 
purposes namely, Legacy Scholarship funds and general operating funds. 

Donations in 1999 and through 1 December of 2000 earmarked for the renovation of Alumni House 
totaled about $162,000. That includes everything we have received: President’s Council donations, 
“purchasing” rooms in the House, income from paver orders, direct contributions — everything. Yet, total 
contributions by alumni is disappointing. Only about 15 per cent of the alumni on our mailing list have 
helped financially with this project, and only five alumni have combined to give us $60,000 of the total. 
Funds pledged and received for the renovation now cover just 60 per cent of the total cost. 

In the Year 2000, we received $5,527 in donations for general operating funds. But the cost of 
printing, addressing, and mailing the best newsletter in the country is more than $25,000. The Bayonet 
which you receive four times a year costs about $2.50 for each copy, each issue. The General Operating 
Fund also covers the costs of many other routine expenses. 

We have a $2,000 annual commitment to the VMI Foundation for the awarding of scholarships to 
deserving cadets. This fund was helped significantly this year by a $10,000 gift from Mickey Gordon, ‘39. 
Other than Mickey’s wonderful gift, only $135 in donations was received in 2000 for the VMI Scholarship 
Fund. 

Based on the handsome dividends received in 1999, eight $1,000 AMA Legacy Scholarships were 
awarded in 2000. However, only $1,490 was donated by alumni to this fund in 2000. Because we have 
borrowed from Legacy funds, resulting in smaller income from investments, it is anticipated that no more 
than $4,000 will be awarded in scholarships in 2001. 

The paver project has been successful. Visitors to Alumni House spend lots of time reading the 
poignant and humorous bricks which line the walkway. At the end of 2000, just under 400 pavers had been 
ordered by the 2,300 people, mostly alumni, on our mailing list. Many people who did order bricks bought 
more than one. A few ordered ten or more. You still have an opportunity to participate in this program. 
See pages 46-47. 

We now need to replace $49,000 borrowed from the Legacy Scholarship Fund. We must add to the 
VMI Fund. While using $80,000 of general operating funds for the House renovation was an acceptable use 
of that money, we need a continuing income in general funds to operate Alumni House, pay for The 
Bayonet, and meet many other expenses. 

We have created a great opportunity to perpetuate the name of our school and the memory of all 
those people who made it such a special place. Many of us are working hard to see that our dream comes 
true. We have no paid staff. All of our workers are volunteers. 

Please help. If you can only afford to send five dollars, please send it now. If you can send $100, 
that’s great! Whatever the amount, please participate in some way. Buy a paver. Help with the renovation. 
Add dollars to one or both of our scholarship funds. 

Your help is needed to make sure we meet our goals. Please make a commitment for 2001 NOW.

Children can earn credits 


AMA Museum 

now in Virginia 
“Time Traveler” 
school program 


The AMA Museum has joined the 
Virginia “Time Travelers” program 
whereby school children can use a 
“passport” to earn credits for visiting 
Virginia museums. 

Virginia students in grades K 
through 12 can request a “Destina- 
tions Passport” to some 250 Virginia 
museums and historical sites. When 
they visit a Time Traveler site, their 
passport is stamped. Once six stamps 
are received, the student can redeem 
his or her passport for a certificate 
from the Governor and a unique Time 
Traveler's t-shirt. 

Our museum is only the third Time 
Travelers site in Augusta County, the 
others being the Woodrow Wilson 
Birthplace and the Frontier Culture 
Museum, both in Staunton. 

The Time Travelers project is spon- 
sored by the Virginia Association of 
Museums, and is supported by the 
Virginia Department of Education, the 
Library of Virginia, and the Virginia 
Historical Society. 

Children visiting the AMA Museum 
are given the opportunity of handling 
a training rifle similar to that carried 
by Junior School cadets, and donated 
to the museum by Larry Kurtz, ‘38. 

They may also chalk a message on 
the blackboard in Colonel Hoover's 
classroom, and try on AMA uniforms 
and certain items of athletic gear (in- 
cluding a fencing mask and jacket, 
given by Wayne Vincent, ‘73). 

Personalized certificates are pre- 
sented to each young visitor naming 
him or her as an Honorary AMA 
cadet. 

AMA Alumni President Goodloe 
Saunders, ‘57, says, “Our museum’s 
participation in this project is another 
recognition of the professional way 
our museum has been planned. Long 
after we are all gone, Virginia school 
children will be able to visit the 
museum and learn about AMA.”

Ask what's for 
lunch!" 


While revelers sleep, she makes ready food for the 
next day. While others play golf, or act as tourists, she 
cleans up from the last event. She is paid not a dime, 
and for several years, she was the First Lady of the 
AMA Alumni Association 

Her name is Susan Nicholson. To some, she is the 
wife of Gary Nicholson, ‘70. To just as many people, 
he is the husband of Susan. 

The late Richard Llewellyn, ‘56, later President of 
the Alumni Association in 1990-91, helped convince 
Gary to get involved with the association. “We first 
went back in the fall of 1983,” Gary recalls. "/ 
remember that the alumni played the cadets in 
lacrosse, and the alumni won.” A few months later, 
Augusta Military Academy closed its doors. 

Susan says that she was not too sure about going 
back to that first reunion. “/ didn't know anyone and | 
had no idea what | would do to keep busy. Many of 
the younger guys came without wives, and most of 
the alumni were sitting around talking about old times, 
and things | knew nothing about. So, | decided not to 
intrude as these men shared their memories and to do 
that | decided to get busy.” 

Never enough volunteers 

And she’s been busy ever since. “! never saw a 
bunch of guys who weren't ready to eat,” she says, 
“so | started fixing some food for them. It started out 
small, but just seemed to grow after we had bigger 
crowds at reunions.” Susan gives kudos to the wives 
and husbands who have pitched in. "But we never, 
ever seem to have enough volunteers,” she says. 

Plan a picnic at the Alumni 
House, and Susan is up to her 
elbows in coleslaw. Have an 
alumni board meeting, and she 
likely will be up past midnight 
the day before, fashioning 
sandwiches. And when the 
party's over, there is Susan, 
putting everything back in order.

The Nicholsons have been married 
for 25 years, but their story goes back 
to when she was just 15. Gary is nine 
years older, but the age difference was 
no barrier to instant love. Gary and 
Susan's mothers knew each other from 
work, but Gary and Susan had never 
met. One day, an office picnic was 
rained out, and all were invited to bring 
their picnic dinners to Gary's house. 


There, he first saw Susan. “It was love at first

Gary arrived at the Front Arch in the fall of 1965, and 
graduated five years later as Commander of F Company. 
After AMA, he went into law enforcement, met Susan, and 
the rest, as they say, is history. 

“Every year at reunions and other AMA events, | make 
new friends,” says Susan. “We have become close friends 
with husbands and wives, some from Gary's era, but many 
who are not. It’s been a great experience for both of us.” 

Shares AMA Medal with Susan 

Gary's interest in the association took him to the 
Presidency in 1993, a position he held for four years. He 
has been Chairman of the AMA Legacy Scholarship 
Committee from the time the program was initiated until 
2000. At the May 2000 annual alumni reunion, Gary 
received one of the coveted AMA Alumni Medals, which he 
is proud to share with Susan. “She deserves it as much or 
more than | do,” says her proud husband. 

The Nicholsons had planned to buy some land in or near 
Fort Defiance, “but there is now rush hour traffic in Verona! 
That's not for us,” Gary says. Instead, they are buying 25 
acres on Kerr Reservoir on the Virginia-North Carolina line 
where they plan to build.

HOW INCOME IS PAID FROM A CHARITABLE 
REMAINDER TRUST (CRT) 


With a charitable remainder trust, you have the 
ability to select the way in which income is paid 
from the trust. 


Generally, you and your spouse can get income 
for the rest of your lives. 


Income interest can either be annuity interest 
(Charitable Remainder Annuity Trust) or unitrust 
interest (Charitable Remainder Unitrust). 


For example, if you were to establish a $100,000 
annuity trust with a payout rate of 7%, you and any 
other income beneficiaries would receive $7,000 
annually. 


Using the same example for a unitrust, the first 
year's payout also will be $7,000, but beginning the 
second year, the trust's assets would be revalued 
before determining your payout amount. So, if the 
assets in your trust increase from $100,000 to

What are your priorities? Likely 
at the top of the list is taking care 
of your child or your children in 
your estate. How can you do that 
at the same time you are making 
a commitment to help AMA? 

As explained in the columns to 
the right and left, a Charitable 
Remainder Trust (CRT) can give 
you income for the rest of your life 
(and that of your spouse, if you 
wish). You get an immediate chari- 
table contribution deduction on 
your income taxes. And at the end 
of the trust's term, the remainder 
goes to AMA, and any other 
charities of your choice. 

So how do you replace the in- 
heritance that your child or child- 
en would have received if you had 
not been so charitably inclined? 

Let's take the example at left of 
a $100,000 CRT. In a 55 percent 
estate tax bracket, $100,000 pass- 
ing to your child or children would 
be worth only $45,000 to them 

While there are several ways to 
replace the value of your gift to 
AMA, life insurance is one of the 
best ways. You give your child or 
children enough money to buy and 
hold a $100,000 insurance policy 
on your life (or the lives of you 
and your spouse in what is called 
a “second to die option.”) 

The policy names your child or 
children as the beneficiaries, and 
they will receive the $100,000 face 
amount tax free when you are no 
longer here. 

You don't need to leave your 
loved ones “high and dry” when 
you make a sizable donation to a 
charity. Life insurance can be 
used to provide an inheritance for 
your loved ones, replacing the 
value of your gift to AMA and any 
other charities.

Virginia Beach to LA on a bike

The Japanese have a saying: 
He who has never climbed Mount Fuji 
is a fool. He who climbs it a second 
time is a bigger fool. 

Mel Hooker, ‘60, said it a 
different way: “Once is enough. 
Never again!” 

On an August day 40 years ago, 
four teenagers left Virginia Beach 
on their bikes, and two of the 
quartet had made it all the way to 
Los Angeles -- 3,011 miles -- two 
months later. 

Hooker was joined by boyhood 
friends Oral Lambert, James Payne 
and George Ferrell. Lambert was 
sent home by a Raleigh doctor after 
tests showed he had dangerously 
high blood pressure, Payne had to 
drop out in Vicksburg, Mississippi 
when an injured knee became 
infected. 

Hooker and Ferrell pedaled on 
through ten states enduring wind, 
rain, blowouts, and the animosity of

Carolina. “We had five flats between 
Camden and Columbia,” Hooker recalls. 

In spite of their plan to 
circumvent the mountains, they ran 
into some very steep grades in and 
around Atlanta. “We were glad to 
finally get out of those hills and 
make better time in open country,” 
Hooker says. 

To earn some money, the boys 
swept out the post office in 
Conway, North Carolina, just 86 
miles from the start. Blow-outs and 
mechanical problems early in the 
trip had used up most of their 
money. The trip turned out to be 
much more expensive that the two- 
wheeled explorers had anticipated. 

A haunted jail cell 
They slept in fire stations, bowling 
alleys, along the roadside in their 
sleeping bags, and in jail cells. 
They spent a free night in a 
“haunted” jail in Lexington, Georgia. 
“They told us a boy had been killed 


at least one local police force. 

The riders were sponsored by the 
Jaycees. Western Auto arranged for 
them to get replacement tires along the 
way. The Fraternal Order of Police gave 
them a letter of introduction to carry 
with them. And a Virginia Beach bowling 
alley arranged for the boys to get 
bowling lessons in the towns where they 
stopped for the night. The manager of a 
Virginia Beach bowling team arranged 
for mail stops along the way at other 
alleys. 

$60 in cash 

When the four left the Atlantic Ocean 
on 1 August, they had but $60 among 
them. They expected to earn some 
money along the way and hoped that 
they might be treated to a meal and a 
room here and there. Hooker later said, 
“| didn’t like the idea of being in the 
middle of nowhere with no idea where 
your next meal or shelter is going to 
come from.” 

They carried with them a change of 
clothes, a first aid kit, sleeping bags, 
rain gear, snakebite medicine, suntan 
lotion, a camera, water, tool kits and 
some easy to prepare food. Virginia 
beach individuals, businesses and 
organizations equipped them to start the 
trip, but they were very much at the 


of food they started with was soon 
consumed, and the $60 in cash was 
dwindling alarmingly. 

Riding English bikes, they headed 
south from Virginia Beach toward the 
Carolinas and Georgia, avoiding the 
mountains. The plan was to make 100 
miles a day, turning west at Atlanta, 
pedaling through Mississippi, Louisiana, 
Texas, New Mexico and Arizona, and 
finally reaching California and the 
Pacific in 45 days. The trip took two 
weeks longer and 
sapped the energy 
and enthusiasm of the 
surviving cyclists. 

They needed 
constant tire replace- 
ments, and as their 
travels took them ever 
farther from home, 
they would have 
prearranged places to 
pick up money that 
had been wired to 
them by parents. After 
Lambert dropped off in 


Raleigh, the three 
remaining riders 
headed for South 


in the cell next door to where we 

slept,” Hooker remembers. 

The wind was so strong that the boys 
had to pedal going down hill as they 
entered Abilene, Texas. There and in a 
few other places, the boys had 
complimentary motel rooms waiting for 
them. When this happened, they tried to 
catch up on their sleep. In one town, 
they cut the grass for the motel owner, 
then slept in for two days. 

Hooker's light brown hair had been 
bleached blond by the time he crossed 
the Texas line. He was also sporting a 
beard, grown as he 
passed his 17” 
birthday on an 
unforgiving bicycle 
seat. “We were 
blistered by the sun 
several times,” 
Hooker remembers. 
“We tried to ride at 
night where it was 
safe to do so.” 
Offered many rides, 
the boys steadfastly

declined, though the offers were quite 
tempting. 

Broken pedals and spokes, flats and 
more high winds slowed them down at 
Dallas. They ended up in Big D at the 
beginning of Labor Day weekend and 
had to wait until Tuesday to get new 
tires and needed repairs, costing them 
four days of travel time. 

From Dallas, the two Virginians rode 
on to Mineral Wells, Snyder, Seminole 
and to Carlsbad, New Mexico. Police 
along the way had their itinerary and 
were notified of any changes in route or 
time. In spite of their letter of intro- 
duction from Virginia Beach police, the 
boys were hustled on their way by the 
Benson, Texas cops. “! think they 
thought we were criminals or some- 
thing,” says Hooker. 

Police escort 

In Tucson, Arizona, their 31° day on 
the road, the greeting was quite 
different. Police met them on the out- 
skirts of town and escorted them 
through the city. 

As the trip progressed, the boys 
discovered there was more and more 
they could do without. Their hands were 
calloused, their legs and hips aflame, 
and cuts and bruises here and there 
didn’t make the journey any more 
pleasant. Ferrell almost dropped out in 


Shreveport, Louisiana when an infec- 
tion on his heel flared up, but after a 
day's rest, both pressed on 

After leaving El Paso, they stayed on 
old roads through Phoenix and into 
California via Blythe and Banning. They 
met a fellow Virginian along the way 
who gave them a few dollars. They 
encountered rain only “a couple of 
times" on the entire two month coast-to- 
coast trip. 

LA at long last 

Sixty days after leaving Virginia 
Beach, the weary wanderers pedalled 
their way into Los Angeles, arriving on 
1 October. Hooker says, “/ don't think 
my bike would have gone five more 
miles.” Ferrell's bike was “shot. The 
wheels were wobbly and many of the 
spokes were gone.” 

Just before Hooker and Ferrell left 
Virginia Beach, they filled a canister 
with water from the Atlantic Ocean. Now 
on the other coast, Ferrell poured the 
much travelled Atlantic water into the 
Pacific. 

Originally, they were going to be 
driven back to Virginia by a friend, but 
after a while in LA, they flew home 
instead. 

3,011 miles in 60 days on two 
wheels. Saith they both: 

“Once is enough. Never again!”

In happier days 


Robert Paul McMahon, ‘82, loved 
his time at AMA and went on to be a 
well-liked lacrosse coach at George 
Mason University 

He had planned to do graduate 
work in business administration, but 
on a November night in 1986, only 
four years after he had left Augusta, 
Bob’s motorcycle crashed into a tree 
on Guinea Road in Springfield, VA. 
He was killed instantly. 

Bob was just 22.
